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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed September 16, 2002, to revive the 
above-identified application. The Office will also treat the petition as a request for 
reconsideration uncfer 37 CFR 1.137(a). 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is granted. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is dismissed as moot. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely maimer to the 
non-final Office action mailed September 21, 2001, which set a shortened statutory period for 
reply of three (3) months. No extensions of time under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .136(a) were 
obtained. Accordingly, the above-identified application became abandoned on December 22, 
2001. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on May 8, 2002. 

Petitioner has supplied a showing in compliance with 37 CFR 1.8(b) that a change of 
correspondence address was mailed to the Office on April 13, 2001. However, Office records 
fail to indicate that the change of correspondence was ever recorded. Petitioner has established 
that tiie September 21, 2001 Office action was sent to an incorrect address despite the exercise of 
due care by petitioner to change the correspondence address. Therefore, relief under 37 CFR 
1 . 1 37(a) will be granted. 

Since the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is granted, the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is 
dismissed as moot. The $640 petition fee will be scheduled to be refimded.
